Barrett has not entered a 
plea, and will appear in 
Court of Queen’s Bench 
Feb. 20 to set a trial date.

A Mountie in Fort 
Saskatchewan was 
charged with sexual 
assault Tuesday after a 
three-month investigation 
by a civilian-led team that 
looks into alleged police 
wrongdoing in Alberta. 

Mario Jimenez, a 36-year- 
old constable working with 
the RCMP in Fort 
Saskatchewan for 18 
months, was arrested and 
charged with one count of 
sexual assault, said the Al¬ 
berta Serious Incident Re¬ 
sponse Team (ASIRT). 

Jimenez was ofi-duty at 
the time of the alleged of¬ 
fence that is believed to have 
happened in November 
2008. ASIRT began its inves¬ 
tigation “almost immediate¬ 
ly” after the complaint was 
made, said the team’s execu¬ 
tive director, Clifton Purvis. 

“In order to protect the 
identity of the victim, who 


was known to the accused, 
further details of this inci¬ 
dent or the case cannot be 
disclosed at this time,” said 
Purvis, who didn’t reveal 
much to reporters during a 
news conference yesterday. 

Jimenez was relieved of 
patrol duties and placed in 
an administrative position 
at the beginning of the in¬ 
vestigation, said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Wayne 
Oakes. 

Oakes says Jimenez is still 
working in that position af¬ 
ter being released on court- 
ordered conditions. 

The offence is alleged to 
have occurred near Mor- 
inville, about 35 kilometres 
north of Edmonton, said 
Purvis. Purvis wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on if the alleged of¬ 
fence happened in the com¬ 
munity or in a rural location 
outside of town.

An Albertan environmental 
activist is taking oil giant 
S 5 mcrude to court over the 
lives of 500 geese that met 
an oily fate last spring. 

Jeh Custer, a representa¬ 
tive from environmental 
group, the Sierra Club of 
Canada, has launched a law¬ 


suit against the massive oil 
company, because he feels 
justice has not been served. 

A flock of 500 migratoiy 
birds landed on the toxic 
Aurora mine tailings pond 
in April. All but a handful of 
the waterfowl became 
soaked in oil, sank to the 
bottom of the pond and 
died. 

Though the recovered 
birds were flown to Edmon¬

ton where they were 
cleaned and cared for, most 
died. 

Government officials, in¬ 
cluding then-industry min¬ 
ister Jim Prentice, promised

Custer said he’s outraged 
at inaction by both the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ment, nine months after 
the incident. 

“This provides further ev¬ 


idence that pollution from 
tar-sands extraction is mak¬ 
ing the environment too 
toxic,” he said. “It’s a regret¬ 
table failure for the govern¬ 
ment to not enforce their 
own laws, meaning that or¬ 
dinary Canadians must act.” 

He said his aim is to en¬ 
sure that the ducks’ death 
does not become the accept¬ 
able standard in the Alberta 
oilsands.

‘nightmare'

Peacha Atkinson is prepar¬ 
ing to face her living night¬ 
mare all over again. 

In a Court of Appeal deci¬ 
sion released Tuesday, a 
man convicted of killing 
her 13-year-old daughter 
has won a new trial. 

“Fm so angry,” she said. 
“How dare he put us 
through this again.” 

Joseph Laboucan, 23, was 
found guilty in the brutal 
sla 3 dng of 13-year-old Nina 
Courtepatte, whose bat¬ 
tered body was found on a 
west-end golf course on 
April 3, 2005. 

Laboucan is serving a life 
sentence for his part in the 
killing. He has maintained 
his innocence from the day 
he was arrested. 


Though Atkinson said 
she’s confident the verdict 
will be the same if a new tri¬ 
al is scheduled, she’s dread¬ 
ing the process, which she 
feels will be the most diffi¬ 
cult yet. “It’s going to be 
worse because more punch¬ 
es will be brought out this 
time. More artilleiy is going 
to be used this time.” 

Five people were tried in 
the horrific murder. 
Stephanie Bird, Michael 
Williams, Joseph Laboucan 
and a girl who was 17 at the 
time of the crime known 
only as “Bufry” were all 
handed life sentences for 
their part in the crime. The 
only person acquitted, 
Michael Briscoe, is also fac¬ 
ing a new trial. 

“I’m so tired,” she said 
through tears. “I want it to 
be over. We’re reliving our 
nightmare.”

The 21-year- 
old man hasn’t been seen 
since he walked out the 
door.

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ASSESSMENT Edmonton 
homeowners are about to 
find out how much more or 
less they’ll be paying in 
property taxes this year, 
and why.

Edmonton properties 
dropped roughly 10 per 
cent on average between

As a result, more than 50 
per cent of homeowners will 
be seeing a decrease in their 
property-tax bills this year. 


“This is somewhat reac¬ 
tionary,” city taxation 
branch spokesman Rod 
Risling said yesterday. “We 
value based on what’s actu¬ 
ally happened in histoiy. 
We’ve got good informa¬ 
tion to base our assess¬ 
ments on.” 

The value of some homes 
in the city faced a signifi¬ 
cant drop this year, which 
could save homeowners 
some cash come tax time.

The RCMP has been in¬ 
vestigating allegations of 


polygamy and exploita¬ 
tion in the small religious 
settlement near Creston 
for 20 years. 

In 2005, Oppal appoint¬ 
ed an independent special 
prosecutor, Terrence Rob¬ 
ertson, to determine 
whether a prosecution was 
warranted. 

He said it’s now up to 
the courts to decide 
whether the men’s rights 
to religious freedom will 
trump the laws prohibiting 
polygamy.

Israeli consulate protesters released 


TORONTO The eight Jewish 
Canadian women who 
were arrested while hold¬ 
ing a protest inside the Is¬ 
raeli consulate have been 
released. 

The RCMP arrested and 
handcuffed the women, 
who were staging a sit-in 
protest against the ongo¬ 
ing Israeli assault on Gaza 
inside the consulate in 
Toronto. The women were 
held briefly inside a paddy 
wagon, but were not 
charged and were released. 

A paddy wagon with the 
women inside drove past a 


group of chanting protest¬ 
ers outside the consulate 
just before 1 p.m. 

Included in the group 
were Israeli peace ac¬ 
tivists, filmmakers, the 
president of Science for 
Peace and a variety of stu¬ 
dents. 

“Israel purports to repre¬ 
sent all Jews worldwide 
and these atrocities are not 
being committed in our 
name,” said spokesperson 
and filmmaker Cathy 
Gulkin, standing outside of 
the consulate.

DEPORTATION When Kimber¬ 
ley Rivera shipped out to 
serve in Iraq with the U.S.

Barely three months into 
her 15-month mission, 
Rivera, a gate guard in 
Baghdad, had had enough. 
A young mother herself, 
she was haunted by the 
sight of children crying, for¬ 
ever traumatized by the 
war. 

On leave for two weeks, 
Rivera decided she couldn’t 
go back to war. In January 
2007, she packed up her 
family from Fort Carson, 
Col., and drove to Canada, 
hoping to obtain refugee 
status on humanitarian and 
compassionate grounds. 

Rivera, the first female 
U.S. Iraq war resister to 
seek refuge in Canada, was 
told by the Immigration 
and Refugee Board yester¬ 
day morning that she and 
her family must leave the 
country by Jan. 27 or face 
deportation. 

The decision will force 
Rivera, 26, to uproot her 
family — her husband, 
Mario, and their three chil¬ 
dren, including six-week- 
old daughter Katie — from 
their Toronto home. In the

Court to tackle 
Wal-Mart closing 

HEARINGS The country’s top 
court will weigh VVal-Mart’s 
claim that it did not close a 
Jonquiere, Que., store to 
crush a fledgling union, as 
well as a new “responsible 
journalism” defence to 
defamation lawsuits during 
the winter session that 
starts this month. 

Wal-Mart employees laid 
off in Jonquiere in 2005 will 
have their case against the 
U.S. retailer heard Jan. 19. 
The workers claim the com¬ 
pany killed their jobs after 
they exercised their Char¬ 
ter right to organize them¬ 
selves into a collective bar¬ 
gaining unit in 2004. 

The court will also look 
at a case that expanded the 
common law defences 
available to journalists to 
fight defamation suits. 

An Ontario Court of Ap¬ 
peal ruling said that in the 
interest of the public’s 
right to know, even if the 
truth of an article is not 
proven, there must be a 
right to a defence of 
“responsible journalism.”

The 19-year-old woman died 
of the H5N1 virus after gutting nine ducks. Officials say the 
death appears to be an isolated case. reuters

Israeli aircraft and tanks 
pounded the Gaza Strip 
yesterday and troops bat¬ 
tled Palestinian guerrillas 
as U.S. backing of a pro¬ 
posed truce raised hope of 
an end to the 12-day-old 
offensive. 

“We believe a ceasefire is 
necessary,” Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice 
said, adding that she was 
pressing Israel to move for¬ 
ward with an Egyptian pro¬ 
posal backed by Euro¬ 
peans. 

Israel’s assault resumed 


fiercely after a first, brief 
pause to let Gaza’s 1.5 mil¬ 
lion people stock up on 
supplies. 

With both the outgoing 
administration of George 
W. Bush and president¬ 
elect Barack Obama speak¬ 
ing out on the need for 
peace, officials said Israel 
had agreed with the “prin¬ 
ciples” of the Egyptian deal 
and would send an envoy 
to Cairo to discuss how it 
might be put into practice. 
That may yet take time.

U.S. Senate Dems moving to 
seat Biagojevich's appointee 


POLITICS In a sudden switch, 
U.S. Senate Democratic 
leaders began talks yester¬ 
day about swearing in for¬ 
mer Illinois attorney gen¬ 
eral Roland Burris, nomi¬ 
nated by embattled Gov. 
Rod Blagojevich, to take 
president-elect Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s place in the Senate. 

The turnaround came a 
day after Burris was barred 
from the Senate chamber 
when he arrived to take 
the oath of office. 

Senate Democrats origi¬ 
nally said Blagojevich’s ap¬ 
pointment last month of 
Burris was tainted since 


the governor is accused of 
having tried to sell the seat 
to the highest bidder. 

Under pressure from 
party loyalists. Senate Ma¬ 
jority Leader Harry Reid 
said this week there was 
room for negotiations. 

A senior Democratic aide 
said they were seeking an 
"amicable agreement." 

The Illinois legislature is 
considering impeaching 
Blagojevich, who was ar¬ 
rested by the FBI on Dec. 9 
and charged with conspira¬ 
cy to commit mail and 
wire fraud and solicitation 
of bribery. reuters

TRAVEL Angola's capital Luan¬ 
da is the world's most expen¬ 
sive place for foreigners, 
followed by Tokyo, a public re¬ 
lations director for London- 
based human resources 
consultant EGA International 
said yesterday. A recent EGA 
survey compared a basket of 
125 consumer goods and serv¬ 
ices often purchased by expa¬ 


triates in more than 270 loca¬ 
tions. Delays at Luanda's port 
and damaged infrastructure 
caused by war continued to in¬ 
flate the price of goods and 
services typically used by for¬ 
eigners, the survey showed. A 
strong yen has made Tokyo the 
second-most expensive city in 
the world, up from the 13th 
position a year ago. reuters

Canada & world insight 


n the National Museum 
of American Histoiy, the 
repository of the U.S.’s 
past, the curators are 
not waiting for the inau¬ 
guration of Barack Obama 
on Jan. 20. 

They have already entered 
his name and face in its 
gallery of presidents, a per¬ 
manent exhibition subtitled 
“A Glorious Burden.” There 
he is, the smiling 44th presi¬ 
dent of the United States, 
the last in a glorious — or 
inglorious — line stretching 
from George Washington to 
George W. Bush. 

There is that sense of an¬ 
ticipation in Washington, 
the imperial city seized with 
Obamania. It is as if the 
torch has already been 
passed; in stores and restau¬ 
rants of F Street, it is all Oba¬ 
ma, all of the time. 



In the boutique of the 
Smithsonian Institution — 
in America they find the 
money to tell their story in a 
national history museum 
and a national portrait 
gallery — a clutch of new bi¬ 
ographies of Mr. Obama are 
for sale. 

A block from the White 
House, a large souvenir 
shop offers nothing but 
Obama memorabilia. Visi¬ 
tors are greeted by life-size 
cutouts of the man and a 
replica of the majestic desk 
that once belonged in the 
Oval Office of John F. 
Kennedy (from 
which his toddler, 

John Jr., was fa¬ 
mously photogra¬ 
phed peeking out 
from a front panel. 

Now, in doctorec 
images, Mr. Oba¬ 
ma’s daughters 
are peeking out.) 

The president¬ 
elect’s face is 
everywhere — 
on buttons, cuff 
links, pens, hot 
sauce, book¬ 
marks, pins, golf 
balls, champagne 


glasses, dish towels, paper¬ 
weights, T-shirts. This week 
newspapers are running sto¬ 
ries of Mr. Obama vacationing 
in Hawaii. They report breath¬ 
lessly he has a great torso. 

It is all very silly, but it 
shows the prominence of 
the president in politics, and 
in the Zeitgeist, too. As sin¬ 
ger Andy Kim once said of 
Richard Nixon, “he’s every¬ 
body’s daddy for awhile.” 

Then again, for a country 
enfeebled at home and en¬ 
cumbered abroad, facing 
epochal challenges, the 
prospect of change is a 
tonic for an ailing 
soul. 

Inaugurations have 
long been occasions in 
America, which is al¬ 
ways interested in the 
next new thing. 
They are a celebra¬ 
tion of democracy 
as much as an affir¬ 
mation of partisan¬ 
ship, which is why 
there is that pa¬ 
rade, which goes 
on for hours, fol¬ 
lowed by all those 
extravagant balls. 
With that comes 


the usual commercialism, 
which has been around 
since Washington took the 
oath of office in 1789. To in¬ 
augurate is to commemo¬ 
rate. To commemorate is to 
sell. No one sells better than 
Americans. 

The inscriptions on all 
those faux medallions do 
not say that Barack Obama 
was the first president bom 
outside the 48 states or that 
he is the first sitting senator 
to take office since JFK. It is 
that Barack Obama is the 
first black American elected 
president. It will be the first 
line of his obituaiy. The sec¬ 
ond line, though, will say 
what he did with it. 

The worse things get, the 
greater the expectations of 
the new president. His pop¬ 
ularity will never be greater 
than it is today, as he will 
learn when the parade ends 
and cheers fade on Jan. 20. 

He has been dealt a diffi¬ 
cult hand, his burden is 
great, and it won’t always be 
glorious.

Systemic barriers hurt minorities, business 



Diversity is a competitive 
advantage in the global 
economy. Canada, with 
more than 200 ethnic 
groups speaking more than 
100 different languages 
eveiy day, is considered an 
inspiration for the rest of 
the world. But we cannot 
rest on our laurels. Just two 
weeks ago, former Ontario 
chief justice Roy McMurtry 
and former MPP Alvin Curl¬ 
ing released a report on the 
roots of violence concluding 
that racism is alive and well. 
Systemic barriers and the 
absence of role models can 
crush the hopes and aspira¬ 
tions of young people. Their 


use of the “R” word was de¬ 
liberate. It makes us bristle, 
but gets our attention. 

Systemic barriers facing 
visible minorities are not 
just a problem in “those” 
neighbourhoods. They af¬ 
fect our governments, our 
universities and our corpo¬ 
rate boardrooms. 

The business case for di¬ 
versity is compelling. In 
spite of the economic down¬ 
turn, our aging population 
and declining birthrate 
mean that by 2011, all work 
force growth in Canada will 
come through immigration. 
Attracting and retaining im¬ 
migrants is essential to cor¬ 
porate success. And re¬ 
search shows diversity is 
good for business — match¬ 
ing the workforce to the 
communities served helps 
win the hearts and wallets 
of consumers. 


In 2006, visible minorities 
were more than 40 per cent 
of the residents of Toronto 
and Vancouver; 22.2 per 
cent of Calgarians and more 
than 16 per cent of residents 
in Montreal, Ottawa and Ed¬ 
monton. But visible minori¬ 
ties, and women, are vastly 
under-represented in leader¬ 
ship roles. Legislatures, city 
halls, universities and im¬ 
ages of wealth and power 
dominating the media are 
dominated by white males. 

Many of the barriers to ad¬ 
vancement stem from 
thoughtlessness rather than 
intention. Most jobs, for ex¬ 
ample, are never advertised. 
Employers rely on word of 
mouth and personal net¬ 
works. Exclusion from these 
informal networks, is a 
huge barrier. 

Dr. Margaret Yap, from 
Ryerson University’s Diversi¬ 


ty Institute, co-authored a 
survey of middle managers 
in large Canadian corpora¬ 
tions and found that visible 
minorities (and women) are 
more likely to believe they 
are held to higher standards 
of performance and have 
less mentoring than their 
white colleagues. 

Images of leaders offer 
role models. They shape 
goals, expectations and per¬ 
formance. We must watch 
the gap between our aspira¬ 
tions for a just society and 
the reality. But clearly the 
glass is half full. In a short 
time, Barack Obama has of¬ 
fered a transformative im¬ 
age of leadership, success 
and power. And we can only 
hope that more will follow.

Russia pumps PR muscles 
in gas conflict with Ukraine 


Russia has shown in its gas- 
price conflict with Ukraine 
it has learnt some lessons in 
how to handle the media 
since being portrayed as the 
aggressor during a similar 
dispute in 2006. 

Moscow reduced gas sup¬ 
plies to Kiev on Jan. 1, as it 
did three years ago, cutting 
flows to European countries 
which receive gas through 
Ukraine. But this time, it has 
fared better in the public re¬ 
lations battle. 

Since the dispute in 2006 
the Kremlin has hired one 
of the world’s largest public 
affairs firms, Omnicom. 

In 2006, the European 
Union loudly condemned 
Moscow and openly ques¬ 
tioned Russia’s reliability as 
a supplier. This time Russian

Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin has led Moscow's de¬ 
nunciations of Ukraine’s ac¬ 
tions during the gas dispute, 
and Gazprom has launched 
a website to explain its side 
of the row — www.gazpro- 
mukrainefacts.com. 

A chief Gazprom’s official 
has also toured European 
countries, giving briefings 
and interviews in which he 
accuses Ukraine of stealing 
gas meant for Europe.

Ramalinga Raju visited 
Canada four years ago to 
talk about how Indian out¬ 
sourcing firm Satyam 
Computer Services was us¬ 
ing Canada to gain access 
to the huge U.S. market. 

Yesterday the chairman 
of India’s fourth-largest 
software services exporter 
resigned, saying Satyam’s 
profits had been massively 
inflated over the years — 
that caused the company’s 
stock price to plummet 
nearly 80 per cent. Raju 
claimed that about $1 bil¬ 
lion US, or 94 per cent, of 
the cash on the company’s 
books was “non-existent.” 

In Canada, Satyam’s 
clients include four of the 
big five banks. With 
offices in Toronto, Montre¬ 
al and Calgary, it also does 
business in the health-care

'Terrible start’ to * 09 , 
top economists say 


The economy is in for a 
rough ride through the 
first half of the year and 
will see little or no growth 
in 2009 as the recession 
takes hold, top econo¬ 
mists from Canada’s 
largest banks said. 

The economy will also 
continue to shed thou¬ 
sands of jobs and the un¬ 
employment rate will 
move higher as fallout 
from the global financial 
crisis takes its toll. 

The comments were 
made by a panel of leading 
domestic bank economists 
at a Economic Club of 
Canada event in Toronto 
yesterday. 

“The first half of 2009 
looks pretty terrible for 
Canada,” said Don Drum¬ 
mond, chief economist at

Toronto-Dominion Bank. 

Drummond’s comments 
came ahead of key data 
due tomorrow that is ex¬ 
pected to show the Canadi¬ 
an economy shed 22,000 in 
December. That would fol¬ 
low a loss of 70,600 jobs in 
November. 

The slowdown in the 
global economy is expect¬ 
ed to keep weighing on the 
domestic economy. 

Canada sends about 75 
per cent of its exports to 
the United States, leaving 


it extremely vulnerable to 
the growing economic cri¬ 
sis there. 

“There’s a lot of bad 
news to get through over 
the next six months,” said 
Avery Shenfeld, senior 
economist at CIBC World 
Markets. 

Economists at Bank of 
Nova Scotia and Royal 
Bank agreed, with Royal 
Bank’s Craig Wright not¬ 
ing the economy will see 
no growth at all this year. 

The comments come less 
than a month after the 
Bank of Canada unexpect¬ 
edly cut its key overnight 
rate by 75 basis points to a 
50-year low of 1.50 per 
cent, and said for the first 
time that the economy was 
entering a recession.

Ruutu gets 
two for biting 

NHL Senators forward 
Jarkko Ruutu was suspend¬ 
ed two games without pay 
yesterday for allegedly bit¬ 
ing Buffalo Sabres forward 
Andrew Peters in Tuesday’s 
contest between Ottawa 
and Buffalo. 

The incident occurred in 
the first period of the con¬ 
test, which was eventually 
won by the Sabres, 4-2. 

During a skirmish near 
the players’ benches, Peters 
had a glove in Ruutu’s face 
and the Buffalo forward 
came away from the gather¬ 
ing shaking a gloveless 
hand. 

Peters complained to offi¬ 
cials on the ice and was 
seen on the Sabres’ bench 
mouthing that Ruutu bit 
him. Peters continued to 
make that claim after the 
contest. 

Ruutu told reporters after 
the game that while Peters’ 
gloved hand ended up in 
his mouth, he did not bite 
him. 

Ruutu was not penalized 
on the play, but the suspen¬ 
sion was handed down only 
hours after Ruutu had an 
over-the-phone hearing 
with NHL senior executive 
vice president of hockey op¬ 
erations Colin Campbell. 

The suspension covers 
contests with the Boston 
Bruins tonight and the New 
York Rangers on Saturday, 
and he will not be eligible 
to return to action until Jan. 
13 when the Senators face 
the Carolina Hurricanes. 

As a repeat offender, Ruu¬ 
tu will also forfeit 
$31,707.32 in salaiy, which 
is automatically added to 
the Players’ Emergency As¬ 
sistance Fund.

Experts advise against waii-to-waii carpets

While for a truly green 
choice, the green living ex¬ 
perts advise against wall- 
to-wall carpeting and rec¬ 
ommend area rugs instead, 
there are increasingly eco- 
friendly choices becoming 
available underfoot. 

“Consider alternatives to 
wall-to-wall carpeting. Use 
washable area rugs when 
possible ... Carpet tiles are a 
great way to minimize 
waste because you just re¬ 
place tiles as needed and 
the rest remain intact,” 
writes Lori Bongiomo, au¬ 
thor of GreenCreener- 
Greenest: A Practical Guide 
to Making Eco-Smart Choic¬ 
es a Part of Your Life. 

A NATURAL PROGRESSION 

“Buy carpets and rugs 
made from recycled or nat¬ 
ural materials such as wool 
(ask your retailer to make 
sure any wool products 
haven’t been treated with 
toxic moth repellents), al¬ 
paca, or hemp,” notes Bon- 
giorno. 

Gillian Deacon, author of 
Green for Life: 200 Simple 
Eco-ideas for Eveiy Day, also 
has tips about choosing 
wool carpeting in her green 
guide. “If you have to get 
carpet, choose 100-per-cent 
wool with jute backing, or 
any backing that is sewn on 
rather than glued,” says 
Deacon. “Use carpet tacks 
rather than adhesives to se¬ 
cure your carpeting. 

“The carpets we have in 
certain parts of our house 


are pure wool, and while 
they were more expensive 
than synthetic, they have 
never given me a headache 
the way some off-gassing 
carpets do.” 

EASIER BEING GREEN 

The Carpet and Rug Insti¬ 
tute (CRl) is making buying 
greener carpeting easier 
with its Green Label and 
Green Label Plus programs. 
These programs rate car¬ 
pets with veiy low volatile 
organic compound (or low- 
VOC) emissions. They test 
for and certify low emis¬ 
sions from carpet, carpet 
cushion and adhesive. 

“Today, indoor air quality 
is an important environ¬ 
mental consideration, espe¬ 
cially since we spend ap¬ 
proximately 90 per cent of 
our time indoors,” says CRl 
president Werner Braun. 

“Architects, builders and 
specifiers can have full con¬ 
fidence that Green Label 
and Green Label Plus car¬ 
pets are desirable, attrac¬ 
tive, green building prod¬ 
ucts. They can rest assured 
they are purchasing the 
veiy lowest emitting prod¬ 
ucts on the market.” 

A CLEAN BREAK 

In Alberta, the Clean Cal- 
gaiy Association has pub¬ 
lished a Green Building and 
Renovation Guide — Resi¬ 
dential Products and Re¬ 
sources.

Not the whole story 


After almost a year of liv¬ 
ing in their new 
townhouse in Uxbridge, 
Ont., Libby McCready and 
her husband figured there 
was little wrong with their 
home. 

As neither Libby nor her 
husband had much knowl¬ 
edge or experience with 
home building or repairs, 
they hired home inspector 
Brian Daley to have a look. 

“We wanted to make 
sure we caught everything 
but we’re not handy,” says 
McCready. “Brian found a 
number of things we never 


would have noticed. The 
stuff he found came as a 
surprise.” 

The most significant de¬ 
fect Daley found was that 
the clothes diyer hadn’t 
been vented properly, thus 
was not blowing outdoors 
but into insulation, which 
could have eventually 
caused a moisture and 
mould issue. He also noted 
that the plumbing to a toi¬ 
let in a seldom-used sec¬ 
ond bathroom wasn’t on 
the right angle for flush¬ 
ing, that a promised rough-

“1 would have 
rather had a comprehen¬ 
sive list of the problems 
from the start, as we’d 
lived here for almost a year 
and some of the issues 
could have caused prob¬ 
lems. The inspection was 
totally worthwhile.” 

Unfortunately, most new 
homebuyers mistakenly 
“believe their new house is 


perfect,” says Daley, when 
that’s seldom the case. Da¬ 
ley and Charters Kenny are 
both registered home in¬ 
spectors (RHl). 

Other home inspectors 
in Ontario have also start¬ 
ed offering warranty in¬ 
spections in addition to 
their regular inspections of 
resale homes. 

Daley says his company 
finds an average of 30 de¬ 
fect items during a warran¬ 
ty inspection and Sweeney 
says his list usually in¬ 
cludes 20 to 30.

Pork chops with 
parsnips and 
maple pear 
wedges 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 lean pork chops, 
trimmed of fat 
2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 
2 garlic cloves, finely 
chopped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
fresh sage 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) fennel seeds, 
roughly crushed 
1/4 cup (60 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

2 red onions, quartered 
4 potatoes (about 1 lb/500 
g in total), peeled and 
quartered 

2 large parsnips, peeled 
and quartered lengthways 

1 large pear, ripe but firm 

2 tbsp (25 ml) maple syrup 

METHOD: 

1. Place chops in wide 
dish. Sprinkle over oil, 
garlic, sage, fennel seeds 
and 2 tbsp (25 ml) balsam¬ 
ic vinegar. Turn to coat 
evenly, then cover and 
place in refrigerator to 
marinate for 1 hour. 

2. Preheat oven to 400 F 
(200 C). Combine onions. 


potatoes and parsnips in 
large roasting pan. Add 
pork chops with marinade 
and turn vegetables to 
coat evenly. Spread out 
vegetables in a single lay¬ 
er, with chops on top. Sea¬ 
son to taste. Roast for 
about 40 minutes until 
vegetables are tender and 
golden. 

3. Core pear and cut into 
eight slices. Toss in 
remaining balsamic vine¬ 
gar and maple syrup. 
Remove roasting pan from 
oven and arrange pear 
slices over chops, 
spooning over syrup mix¬ 
ture. 

4. Return to oven and 
roast for a further 10-12 
minutes until pears are 
tender. Serve pork chops 
topped with pear slices 
and juices, with roasted 
vegetables alongside.
